Altone’s heated indoor swimming 
pool, completed ot a total cost of 
$1,007,624 last month, was offi- 
cially opened before 700 people by 
the.‘Mayor, Cr. Les Crofts on Sun- 
day. 

The pool; on Lynch Reserve at the 
corner of Mills and Mason Streets, 
Altona North, has taken just over a 
year to build. 

On Sunday afternoon, Cr. Steve 

Clement, council’s youth, sport and 
recreation portfolio holder, welcomed 


visitors, and outlined the history of 
the pool project. 
He said the council decided in 


°1971. to build an indoor poo! at the 


Lynch Reserve, mainly because of 
its nearness to eight schools. 

More than 5,500 students attend 
the schools in Altona North, repre- 
senting 60 per cent of the district’s 


total enrolment. 


In addition, the council recognised 
the need for swimming facilities in 
Altona North, because: of its greater 
distance from the beach. 





Government grants made up $250,- 
000 of the total cost of the swimming 
complex, with the rest coming from 
loan funds, community donations and 
rate revenue. 


Mr Gary Bryant, director of regional 
services with the State Government's 
Youth, Sport and Recreation Depart- 
ment, represented the Minister, Mr. 
Dixon, at the opening.

complex, Altona and 
Williamstown Councils, 
the Environment Pro- 
tection Authority and 
PRA gave evidence op- 
posing the housing plan. 

Mr. Green said Mr. 
Hamer wanted council to 
know that the Govern- 
ment believed there is an 
urgent_need for addition- 
al housing in the Altona 
area.
